2002 is not considered to be persuasive because the Okumura reference does disclose linking cells across the active and inactive areas, 
wherein the linking cells has a first region contacted by the gate electrode and the source region contacted by the source electrode. This 
limitation can be shown in figure 7a where the active and inactive cells contain linking cells (solid layer between the trenches where there 
is a space between the source and gate, electrode) where the gate is contacted by the gate electrode and the source is contacted by the 
source electrode. Therefore the rejection stands . 
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
